DEFENSE LAWYER SEES VICTORY 


Wimam Cheney Bilis, leather merchant of 
Cincinnati, was called from his cell in the 
county jail lats yesterday to hear his fate at 
the hands of the jury. 

For three weeks Ellis had been on trial for 
the murder of his wife in the Hotel Sherman. 
The state had asked that he be hanged

For three weeka the undersized defendant, 
with sparse gray na'r, had huddled in a 
chair in front of the jury. He bore the ap- 
pearance of a man crushed i. spirit, shat- 
tered in mind and body-« human wreck—a 
pitiful sample of damaged goods." 

When Ellis passed from his cell to the court 
room te hear the verdict he appeared a 


stood erect and expectant at the defendant's 
table and briskly shook each of hig sleeves 
till the white edge of a cuff appeared. 


Keen, Businesslike Manner. 

As if he were pulling his chair up to a desk 

to take up an important business deal, Ellis 

seated himself at the table facing the empty 

jury box. He carried the attentive attitude, 
of a keen business man, preparing te face a 

business issue. 

As the jury filed into the box Ellis eyed 

each member.

“Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 
on @ verdict?’ the court asked. 

“We have, your honor,” Perrin Whitney, 
the foreman, said. 

“ The clerk will read the verdict,” the court 
sald, 


Here Is the Verdict. 
Then the clerk, in clear ringing voice, read: 
“We the jury find William Cheney Ellis 
guilty of murder, in the manner and form as 
charged in the indictment, and we prescribe 
his punishment at fifteen years in the peni- 
tentlary.“ 
Ellis had turned his back to the jury. He 
had his eyes on the clerk's lips. No change 
of expresslon came over the man's face dur- 
ing the reading of the verdict. When the 
words “ fifteen years were spoken he swal- 
lowed a segment of orange. 
In a businesslike manner he whispered te 
his attorney, George Remus, who was stand- 
ing beside him. Remus nodded. Neither 
appeared to convey any expression of dis- 
satisfaction to the other. 
While the jury was polled—while the fore- 
man read a resolution of thanks for the kind- 
ness of Judge Petit in regard to personal 
comfort of the jurors—while Attorney Remus 
made a perfunctory motion for a new trial, 
Ellis was unmoved. 


Defense Claims Victory. 
From the standpoint of the defense,“ said 
Attorney Remus, turning to the newspaper 
men, “it is a complete victory. We are 
more than assured." 

„Why the motion for a new trial, then ” 

„% Well, of course, we would be better 
pleased if he were sent to Chester asylum for 
the criminal insane, where his ultimate re- 
lease might be brought about much sooner,”’ 
the attorney replied. 

“ The jury has decided the case. That's the 
end of it so far as the state ie concerned,” said 
Assistant State’s Attorney Stephen Malato, 
who conducted the prosecution. 

Although the jury voted to keep secret the 
details of its deliberations, it was rumored 
about the courtroom that the verdict was a 
compromise agreement, reached on the tenth 
ballot. | 

It was said that on the first few ballots 
four. jurymen were in favor of inflicting the 
death penalty that had been asked by the 
state. Amother rumor was to the effect that 
the first six ballots were taken on the ques- 
tion as to whether to deal with Ellis as a 
sane or an insane man. The seventh ballot 
decided he would have to be considered sane. 
The subsequent ballots were looked upon as 
a compromige of punishment. 


Ellis Accepts Verdict? 

Ellis, when seen in his cell at the county 
jail, made the following statement: 
They could have sent me to the gallows 
for ali 1 cared, if it had not been for my

STORED FOR YEARS 


John Creray’s ant to City Lies 
Crated Up in Washington 
Park House. 


MADE BY ST. GAUDENS, 


In the storehouse in Washington park is 
hidden away a heroic size bronze statue of 
Abraham Lincoln by St. Gaudens. It was 
regarded by the late sculptor as the crowning 
glory of his work. 

It was finished by St. Gaudens in 1907 after 
twelve years’ work. The commission to make 
the statue was given under a bequest by the 
late John Crerar of Chicago, who died in 1889 
and left @ fund of $100,000 for the purpose. 
The statue was intended art gift te 
Chicago. 

For five years, from 1908 to 1913, the statue 
lay crated in the basement storerooms of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York. 
Last year it was resurrected and taken to 
Chicago. It arrived here last September and 
again wae crated and hidden away. 


Doubt of Park Plan Cause. 
The cause of this delay, it was learned yes- 
terday, is the uncertainty regarding the pro- 
jected water front improvements of Grant 


park. 

A tentative site has been selected by the 
south park commission, which has accepted 
the statue, but the unveiling ceremonies ap- 
pear as far away as ever. The tentative site, 
according to President John Barton Payne, 
is on the made land between Van Buren 
and Congress streets. 

„Until the federal government passes on 
the question of how far we may project our 
improvements into the lake and until we 
know definitely whether we are permitted to 
construct the proposed strips of land for 
park and boulevard purposes we can say 
nothing as to the site for the new Lincoln 
statue,” President Payne said. “ The statue 
will be erected in Grant park and will be 
placed in relation to the permanent improve- 
ments. : 

“ Phe erection of the statue can't be hurried 
any more than the other lake front matters 
can be hurried. It all depends on the gov- 
ernment.” 


Pedestal Under Construction. 

The pedestal for the statue is under con- 
struction in New York. It was designed by 
the late Stanford White, who was shot and 
killed by Harry K. Thaw. Mr. White also 
ia the designer of the pedestal and base of 
the St. Gaudens Lincoln monument in Lin- 
coln park. 

A few weeks ago representatives of the 
firm of McKim, Mead & White, New York 
archi were in Chicago taking measure- 
ments to | used in the construction of the 
pedestal. This will take several months, 
perhaps a year.

LONDON, March 6.—There is a widespread 
revolt against the new American income tax 
by the wealthiest American residenta of Lon- 
don, and there are numerous threats that 
unless the law is sufficiently modified so as 
not to penalize men engaged in business 
abroad, wholesale renunciations of American 
citizenship will take place. 

Two prominent Americans, as a protest 
against the tax, already have translated their 
threats into action and become British sub- 
jects. They are Isaac Seligman of Seligman 
Bros., the New York bankers, and Frank E. 
Bliss, a former Standard Oil magnate and ex- 
president of the American Society of London. 

A memorial protesting against the inequal- 
ities of the act has been signed by the leading 
American residents of London and will be 
forwarded to Secretary of State Bryan 
through Mr. Page, the American ambassa- 


signers of this document that if the me- 
morial does not produce results a large num- 
ber of them will become British subjects. 


States Attitude of Americans, 

F. C. Van Duzer, secretary of the American 
society and dean of the American colony in 
London, who is one of the signers of the me- 
morial, said today: 

“There is no objection on the part of 
Americans in London to paying a tax on in- 
comes received from the United States, but 
there certainly is an objection by American 
business men who come abroad and develop 
now fields of industry to being penalized for 
increasing American prestige and trade.

RIO JANEIRO, March 5.—The Brazilian 
government authorities today proclaimed a 


state. of mege in the cities of Rio Janeiro, 


Nictheroy, and Petropolis. This is to re- 
main in force until March 31. 

The government's action Is taken as a pre- 
ventive measure against any possible trou- 
Disturbances were feared from cer- 
tain elements of the population as a result 
of the recent insurrection in the province 
of Ceara, where the situation is reported 

worst. 

Managing editors of three of the principal 
newspapers, A Epoca, Correio Da Noite, and 
O Imparcial, were placed under arrest to- 
day, while Generals Thaumaturgo, Azevedo, 
and Feliciano Mondes e Moraes, two col- 
onels, and some other officers of the army 
were also made prisoners. 

A Strict censorship immediately was es- 
tablished by the government on telegraphic 
communications and all the troops were con- 
fined to barracks in readiness for possible 
eventualities. There were no disorders in 
the federal capital. 


Revolts in . States. 

BUENOS AIRES, March 6.—It is under- 
stood here that a strict censorship has been 
imposed on dispatches from Brazil. 

Reports have been current for some time 
that a revolutionary movement was in ex- 
istence in the Brazilian states of Pernam- 
buco, Ceara, and Para, and that fighting was 
in progress between the local forces and the 
government authorities. 

The causes of the disaffection were said to 
have been racial differences. In the last 
week of February a body of fanatics was 
reported to be marching on Rio Janeiro. 
The situation in the various states was re- 
ported as becoming worse, especially in 
| Ceara: Business was said to be virtually 
suspended in several states, chiefly those 
where the negro population was numerous. 

The state of Ceara at the last census had a 
population of about 850,000; Para, 400, 000 
and Pernambuco, 1.200, 000. 


_ ACTION DISCUSSED IN. CAPITAL. 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—News of the 
situation in Brazil caused much discussion in 
official circles here today. The opinion was 
} expressed that the trouble would be short 
lived. 

Attention was called particularly to dis- 
content in the north of the republic and to the 
fact that Pernambuco had been upset about a 
year ago when certain acts of the federal 
government were resented by the state as an 
assumption of unconstitutional authority. It 
was said, too, that considerable feeling exists 
also in other states over the state rights ques- 
tion, 

Discontent growing out of transition: in 
financial affairs, due to depreciation in the 
rubber market and to the breaking up by the 
United States of the coffee valorization sys- 
tem, was pointed to by some as possible rea- 

son for much of the existing unrest.

New York, March 5.—One of the largest of 
the Anglo-South American banks here re- 
ceived a cablegram from Rio Janeiro at noon 
which did not menti2a any disturbances. 
>This message was in code, indicating that 

there was no cable censorship at the capital, 

The Brazilian consul general, Manuel de 
Cunha, had received no disturbing news from 
Rio Janeiro this morning. He said, however, 
that political riots were likely to follow 
the election of a new president, held in Brazil 
on March 1. These disturbances, he added 
were generally local and of small conse- 
quence, 

Although the result of the election has not 
yet been announced, De Cunha believed that 
Presigent Moriscal Fonseca would be suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Venceslau Braz.

HOME RULE FOR IRELAND 
AGAIN IN HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Secretary Birrell Introduces Measure, 
but Concessions Offered Are Kept 
Secret Temporarily. 


LONDON, March 5.—The home rule for 
Ireland bill was introduced again into the 
house of commons today by Augustine Bir- 
rell, chief secretary for Ireland, and was 
given its first reading amid prolonged cheers. 

The government has succeeded in keeping 
secret the nature of the concessions to be of- 
fered by Premier Asquith on Monday, when 
the bill comes up for second reading. 

According to reports from quarters con- 
nected with the cabinet, however, Premier 
Asquith will simply propose that any Irish 
county may, by a plebiscite vote, itself cut 
off the operation of the bill for a period of 
three years. 

It is generally regarded in parliamentary 
circles as certain that the Unionists will re- 
ject any concessions Premier Asquith is 
likely to offer.

SHIP’S FATE NOT KNOWN. 


Declares, Although Year’s Time

Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Gilbert H. Grosvenor, director and editor of 
the National Geographic society, has just 
received a letter from Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
the arctic explorer whose steamer, the Kar- 
luk, is gripped in the ice of the Arctic ocean, 
referring to his plans for the longest slide 
trip ever made, from Barrow, Alaska, to 
Prince Patrick island, across the Canadian 
boundary line practically 600 miles eastward. 

When Stefansson's letter was written from 
the northernmost point in Alaska, he was 
unaware of the fate of the Karluk other 
than that it had been frozen in the ice, He 
did not know that the powér schooner Mary 
Sachs, purchased by him at Nome for use of 
the southern party of his Canadian expedi- 
tion, had been crushed into bits by the ice 
of the arctic coast of Alaska some time in 
November, 


Letter from the Explorer, 

His letter follows: 

Tou have, I suppose, seen a newspaper 
account of our fortunes, or misfortunes, 
rather. At the best, az it is, we have lost a 
year of time; at the worst, the Karluk -'s 
gone, with half our equipment (the men are 
safe enough). I never looked on the expedi- 
tion as a race; MacMillan may cover the re- 
gion northwest of Prince Patrick island 
ahead of us; Amundsen may catch up to us— 
there is still the main work to do for which 
we set out, and Karluk or no Karluk we 
shall try to carry it out next year or some 
other year.

No Delay in the House.

The senate will take 
like action, as indicated by the poll made 
by THe CHiIcaGo TRIBUNE several days ago. 
That poll showed thirty-seven senators 
against and thirty-six for repeal, with twen- 
ty-three doubtful. 

The potent reasons advanced by the presi- 
dent are certain to have a tremendous in- 
fluence even with senators opposed to a 
change in the law. 

In the course of hig speech in the senate 
this afternoon Senator Sherman took occa- 
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dent Wilson on the Panama canal toll ques- 
tion and will vote for repeal of the exemption 
clause. 

Senator Lewis is not prepared to acquiesce 

in the president’s demand for repeal of the 
exemption provision.

Senator O’Gorman of New York, who will

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Villa Tells Rich Father Luis 
Will Be Shot. Today Unless 
-. Ransom Is Paid. 


REBEL DEMANDS $250,000. 


American Consul Unable to Help; 
Carranza Begins Benton and 
Bauch Inquiries. 


El Paso, Tex., March 5.—Gen. Luis Terrazas 
this afternoon appealed to Marion Letcher. 
American consul at Chihuahua, now in this 
city, to save his son Luis, whose life has been 
declared the forfeit if $250,000 ransom money 
is not paid over to Gen. Francisco Villa, the 
rebel leader. : 

Consul Letcher declared himeelf deeply 
moved by the appeal of the octogenarian head 
of the great Mexican family whose wide pos- 
sessions have been confiscated by the Con- 
stitutionalists, but he had te reply that he 
was helpless in the matter. 

“I am 80 years old and neither life nor 
money means much to me, Gen. Terrazas 
said, with a tremor in his volce. My son 
Luis has thirteen children and they need 
him. I would gladly return to Chihuahua and 
Villa could kill me instead of my son.” 

Gen. Terrazas left Consul Letcher’s room 
and appeared in the hotel lobby visibly 
shaken. While Gen. Terrazas did not say 
as much, it is inferred that he is not now in 
possession of the sum demanded by Ville. 


May Appeal to Bryan. 

A personal appeal to Secretary Bryan was 
suggested, but the old man only shook his 
head. The appeal, however, may be made, 
unless it is possible to raise the ransom 
money. 

The great bulk of the Terrazas fortune, 
normally estimated at $40,000,000 gold, was 
tied up by the confiscation order and most 
of the money available in foreign countries 
has been spent in the last three years. 

It was said tonight that the most serious 
obstacle in the way cf a settlement of the 
matter is Villa’s refusal to allow Don Luisto 
leave Mexico after the money is paid. 

Villa’s messenger to Gen. Terrazas said 
that the money must be paid within five days 
or Don Luis will be killed. The five days 
will expire tomorrow, but it is hoped Villa's 
desire for the money, despite his enmity 
to the Terrazas family, will persuade him to 
delay extreme measures pending further 
negotiations which were suggested to himin 
telegrams today. 

Yielded as Noose Tightened. 

Luis Terrazas is about 50 years of age and 
for several months has been held prisoner 
by the rebels. | 

At the time of his arrest the rebels de- 
manded $650,000 gold as the price of his life. 
This sum was slow in being paid and Luis 
was taken out and a nooseadjusted about his 
neck. Then he was gently hoisted from his 
feet. The torture was repeated until he sig- 
naled that he would pay the sum demanded— ° 
all that he mae in the Chihuahua bank. |

Senator Vardaman added a complication 
today to the situation in the senate respect- 
ing woman suffrage. He offered an amend- 


ment to the resolution which proposes sub- 


mitting a constitutional amendment for 


equal suffrage to the states. The effect of 
the amendment would be to repeal the fif- 
teenth amendment of the constitution, thus 
wiping out negro suffrage. 

Friends of the suffrage resolution on the 
floor were thrown into a panic by the Varda- 


man move. The senator has threatened ever 
since he arrived in Washington to come for- 


ward with a proposition to repeal the fif- 
teenth amendment. 

The senate was hardly prepared to have 
him offer it as a rider to the suffrage reso- 
lution. Senator Vardaman proposes to add 
to the resolution the following words: But 
in all other respects the right of citizens to 
vote shall be left to the states in which they 
reside.’’ 


Amendment Will Delay Action. 
The oftering of this amendment probably 
will project the consideration of the woman 
tuffrage resolution over into next week. It Is 
hardly possible that a vote can be had in the 
next two days. Notice has been given of a 
number of speeches yet to be made on the 
suffrage resolution, and Senator Vardaman 
has planned to leave Washington and will 
not return until Monday. Therefore a vote 
cannot be expected before early next week.

Refuse to Permit Unemployed to 
Congregate on Streets. 


LEADER FREED ON BAIL. 


“Gen.” Kelly’s “Army” on March from 
Coast Takes Part in Two Riots. 


New York, March 5.—The police handled 
the problem of the unemployed tonight by 
refusing to allow them to congregate in num- 
bers out of doors, as has been their custom. 

The few stragglers who appeared at their 
usual gathering place, Rutgers square, 
seemed uncertain: as to what they should do 
in view of the wholesale arrests last night 
when nearly 200 of their number, including 
Frank Tannenbaum, their leader, were taken 
into custody when they entered St. Alphon- 
sus’ church. Two men who addressed the 
few who came together were arrested. 


Leader Freed on Bail. 

Tannenbaum, after nearly twenty-four 
hours in jail through failure to secure bail, 
was liberated tonight pending a hearirg on 
the charge of inciting a riot. A surety com- 
pany furnished the bond of 67,500 required by 
the court, and Tannenbaum left jail with his 
attorney declining to make a statement ex- 
cept that a consultation would be held, 
It was assumed that he purposed to seek the 
counsel of other leaders of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, under whose banner 
the unemployed have been active recently. 

While Tannenbaum was making his plans, 
190 men who were arrested with him last 
night were tenants of cells in several city 
prisons awaiting trial. 


Kelly’s Army“ in Two Riots. 

Oakland, Cal., March 5.—‘** General Kel- 
ly’s band of 2,000 unemployed men, which 
started from San Francisco Tuesday to 
march to the national capitel, was routed 
here today by 250 policemen armed with 
rifles. The entire band was put aboard 
street cars and shipped to Richmond, a near- 
by town. At Richmond the travelers began a 
riot, attempting to demolish a large wooden 
storage building. Policemen dispersed them 
with liberal use of their clubs and arrested 
a number of the ringleaders.

Peoria, III., March 5.—In a telegram to the 
Iilincis miners’ convention here today, 
Charles H. Moyer, president of the Western 
Federation of Miners, asked Secretary Mo- 
Donald if the report that he had demanded 
the return of the $100,000 from the federation 
was true. 

McDonald said that a misunderstanding 
had arisen over the Western Federation loan, 
as it would not be due for two years, but that 
the loan to which he referred was one to 
the national organization of United Mine 
Workers., 


Mayer Contradicts Reports. 

Moyer complained that the loan to his as- 
sociation was not due and still unpaid, as 
press reports had said, and demanded an 
immediate explanation from the secretary 
of the Illinois body. The statement regard- 
ing the overdue loan was made in a disous- 
sion which resulted in referring another 
$150,000 loan to the membership of the state. 
McDonald said the press report was false. 

An address at the afternoon session by 
Frank D. Comerford of Chicago resulted 
in the appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate the plight of Carl Parsons, the 
Clinton editor, who killed a strikébreaker 
in a railroad strike at Clinton. Comerford 
upheld the action of the editor and asked 
that the state miners aid Parsons’ fight for 
freedom. 

The constitution committee was supported 
in an amendment which it offered to change 
the time for state conventions. By the 
change the state convention will meet bien- 
nially instead of annually as at present. 
The convention will be called only during 
years when contracts are to be made with the 
operators. 


NONUNIONISTS BACK OPERATORS. 

Houghton, Mich., March 5.—Workmen im- 
ported by the copper mining companies to 
take the place of striking underground em- 
ployés testified today before the congres- 
sional committee that they came here of 
their own volition and remained here because 
they liked the work. They were introduced 
by the operators to refute the testimony of 
witnesses for the strikers that they were 
brought here under d guard and were 
kept in bunkhouses virtually as prisoners. 

The tmported men, a score of whom were 
introduced, told the committee that they 
had signed contracts to come here to work 
as trammers at $2.60 a day, the prevailing 
wage for such work in this district. Many 
of them said they worked only a short time 
as trammers before they were put to work 
drilling, for which they were paid from $3 
to $3.25 per day. 


COLORADO BENEFITS GREAT. 

Denver, Colo., March 5.—The United Mine 
Workers of America have paid practicaly 
$2,000,000 in strike benefits to Colorado min- 
ers since April 1, 1910. This was the state- 
ment today of Edward L. Doyle, secretary 
and treasurer of district No. 15, before the 
house subcommittee investigating the Col- 
orado coal miners’ strike.

Wo believe the commission's plan to pur- 
chase the cement will give the small con- 
tractor who cannot afford to buy in great 
quantities an equal chance with the big oper- 
etor who can,” said A. D. Gash, chairman 
of the commission, in announcing the plan. 
Whenever a contractor bids on construct- 
ing a piece of road we will deduct from his 
bid the cost of cement. I believe also that 
our plan will insure good materials and bet- 
ter construction.“ 

Cook county’s allotment of $120,000 from

together with the $120,320 appropriated by 
the county board for roads to meet the re- 
quirement of the state aid and the $80,000 
appropriated for use of the roads and bridges 
committee constitute a total of $320,320 that 
will be spent for good roads in Cook county 
this year.

WHEAT PRICES NOT FIXED. 


Counsel for Exchanges Says They Take 
No Part in Deals. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—The defense 
of the Chicago board of trade and the Min- 
neapolis chamber of commerce against 
charges that they are tools of a combina- 
tion arbitrarily controlling the price of wheat 
in the United States began today before the 
house rules committee. 

Henry S. Robbins, counsel for the Chicago 


board, told the committee that the organi- 


zations are not and could not be involved in 
any grain monopoly because they are not 
engaged as organizations in commercial en- 
terprises. He declared the exchanges mere- 
ly provided places and means of trading, but 
took no part in the deals. 

Mr. Robbins argued that congress had no 


power to conduct the investigation proposed 


in Representative Manahan’s pending reso- 
lution to gather information on which prose- 
cutions under the Sherman law by the de- 
partment of justice might be based. 


Says Laws Protect Farmers. 

The department, Mr. Robbins gaid, already 
is “‘efficient enough,“ and state laws cover 
any points in the complaint of farmers’ or- 
ganizations not to be reached by the Sherman 
act. 

The committee expects to close nearines on 
the Manahan resolution Saturday. It has 
been suggested that the proposed investiga- 
tion be extended to include the New York 
and New Orleans cotton exchanges, but only 
the Chicago and Duluth organizations are 
represented at the hearings and they will 
divide the two and a half days allotted for 
reply to the charges of wheat growers. C. 
H. Canby, president of the Chicago board, 
will be the chief witness tomorrow. 

In his opening statement today Mr. Rob- 
bins contended strongly that the federal gov- 
ernment had no jurisdiction over terminal 
grain elevators, because they were not en- 
gaged in interstate business. 


Takes Up Future Trading. 

Prohibition of future trading in grain, he 
argued, also was beyond the constitutional 
powers of congress. He asserted that the 
future dealings were intrastate and cited 
opintons.of the Supreme court to support the 
contention. Brokers’ wires were not com- 
mon carriers, he said, and in certain cases 
the court had held cotton contracts made 
between Alabama and New York brokers 
not to be interstate commerce. 

It would be impossible, Mr. Robbins added, 
for an exchange to eliminate from its future 
trades those that were purely gambling. 
Either all future dealing must be prohibited, 
he said, or the subject let alone. 

He insisted that the whole system of dis- 
tributing farm products was necessarily a 
speculative one, and the present method had 
persisted because it was the best one yet 
found.

The Houston plan of enforcing a radical 
reform without waiting either for the fe 
peal of old laws or the passage of new 
laws, without attempting to create any 
new government machinery, has been fol- 
lowed by a number of other cities in 
Texas. Pasteriza has been out all over 
the state speaking before various civic 
organizations. As a fesult of his work 
the Houston plan of taxation, under which 
the burden is gradually shifted to the land 
values, has been adopted by Galveston, 
San Antonio, Waco, and Beaumont.

E plan of practically taking all the

Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Spécial.)}—

tion with lobbying. A formal motion will be 
made to expel McDermott. 

The subcommittee of the hotise judiciary 
committee has decided the house has author 
ity to expel or otherwise punish MeDermott 
for his dealings With lobbyists, even if the 
acts were committed before his present term 
in congress began. 

The subcommittee for several months has 
been considering recommendations of action 
on the disclosures of lobbying resulting from 
the confessions of Martin M. Mulhall, former- 
ly a legislative agent for the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufactufers. 


Floyd Drafting a Report. 

Representative Floyd of Arkansas, chalr- 
man of the subcommittee, is now engaged in 
drafting a report which will be submitied to 
his colleagues at their next meeting. The 
members of the subcommittee say they ex- 
pect to present thir recommendations to the 
house within the next month. 

Members of the committee also assert that 
definite action against McDermott and 
against the officere of the manufacturers’ 
association will be proposed in their report, 
elthough they say that the character of this 
action has not been determined. It is known, 
however, that a motion to recommend the ex- 
puision of McDermott will be made. 

The committee perused the precedents anda 
discussed the powers of the hese to disci- 
pline its members. The powers of the house 
to determine the qualifications of its mem- 
bership is unlimited. 


Judiciary Committee Divided.

It was reported 
the “ Universal’’ péople had persuaded a 
friend of the mayor to intercede. 


Tells Story of Immigrant, 

The “Traffic in Soule” opens with the 
story of à young girl who leaves her home in 
gweden to join her brother in America, where 
he is a janitor. On the steamer she is ac- 
costed by a white siaver, and, on landing, is 
luted by him to a house of prostitution. A 
policeman who notices her being led from 
the dock to the resort follows her. He goes 
to the door and is met by an agent of the 
white slaver,; who offers him e roll of money. 
The policeman throws the money in his face, 
breaks into the house, and rescues the girl. 

This is a sort of prologue to the inside 
story of the white slavers. The man higher 
up is a leader in an organization of settle- 
ment workers. It is he who gives ifistruc- 
tions to the slavers; they report to him and 
divide with him théir profits. His connection 
with the band is unknown to his family, but 
as a result of the rescue of the Swedish girl 
the police arrest him in the midst of an en- 
tertainment at his residence for the benefit 
of fallen women.

NewYork, March 5.—[Special.]—An armada 
of fighting craft after sweeping the seven 
seas with victory, never received a more en- 
thusiastic welcome than the tumultuous 
greeting which will assail the New York 
Giants and Chicago White Sox world tour- 
ists when they steam up the bay tomorrow 
morning on the Lusitania.
